Gov’t bill re: political donations 
unfair, MLA says

The NDP government's bill to 
ban donations to political parties 
by unions and corporations is good 
in theory but doesn’t go far enough, 
Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills MLA 
Nathan Cooper says. 

Cooper says his Wildrose party 
has proposed a couple of amend¬ 
ments to make the bill even more 
effective, but he predicts they’ll 
both be shot down by the govern¬ 
ment, and the bill will be passed as 
is, likely today or tomorrow. 

Cooper says the Wildrose party 
agrees that under previous legisla¬ 
tion, unions and corporations were 
able to essentially buy influence on 
the political process by donating 
huge sums of money to parties, so 
it welcomes efforts to ban such 
contributions. 

However, Cooper says there's a 
flaw in the government’s bill. 


“A portion of this bill includes the 
ability of a corporation or a union 
to backstop a loan on behalf of a 
political party. It even allows the 
union or the corporation to make 
a payment of that loan on behalf of 
that political party, provided that 
the political party repays the loan 
payment to the corporation within 
11 months," Cooper says. 

“Our position has been if you 
want to get unions and corpora¬ 
tions out of the political process, 
why should we continue to allow 
them to backstop loans for political 
parties?" 

He claims the NDP debt-finances 
its campaigns and therefore doesn’t 
want to see an end to that practice. 

“It’s disappointing to see them 
creating legislation that essential¬ 
ly has the biggest net benefit to 
them,” Cooper says. 

The government made provisions 
in the bill retroactive to June 15, 
the day the legislation was intro¬ 


duced. 

Cooper says that’s not wise, 
because all candidates and pol¬ 
itical parties have until July 5 to 
report all their campaign spending, 
etc., to the chief electoral officer by 
July 5. They all campaigned under 
previous rules. 

“The NDP is proposing that you 
change the rules in the middle of 
the game. So it’s unclear whether 
we will need to report our finan¬ 
cials from the drop of the writ to 
the 15th of June and then a new 
set of financials from the 15th of 
June till the 5th of July or exactly 
how that process will be handled," 
Cooper says. 

“We have proposed an amend¬ 
ment to try and create some clarity. 
We fully support banning union 
and corporate donations, but we 
should do that on the 5th of July, 
after the election period has fin¬ 
ished. But the NDP hasn't accepted 
that amendment either." 
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Some Olds 
businesses 
could close 
due to gov’t 
decisions: 
Cooper

A bill to hike taxes for big businesses and the 
wealthy could force some businesses in Olds to 
close, putting more people out of work, accord¬ 
ing to Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills MLA Nathan 
Cooper. 

The Wildrose party member made that predic¬ 
tion during an interview with the Albertan. 

Bill 2, introduced in the Alberta legislature late 
last week by Finance Minister Joe Ceci, proposes 
to increase the tax rate on large corporations to 
12 per cent from 10 per cent effective July 1. 

Also under the bill, taxes would rise for anyone 
who makes more than $125,000 a year, effective 
Oct 1. 

Together, those changes are anticipated to 
boost Alberta government coffers by up to $800 
million this fiscal year and up to $1.5 billion in 
the next one. 

Ceci said 93 per cent of Albertan taxpayers 
would not be affected by those moves. 

Cooper said those changes, coupled with the 
NDP government’s plan to eventually hike the 
minimum wage to $15 an hour, will all combine 
to hurt Olds residents and businesses. 

He said the increase in taxes for big corpora¬ 
tions and businesses will likely hurt some of 
Olds’ largest businesses and manufacturers, like 
agricultural dealers, for example. 

He said the proposed increase to the minimum 
wage could have a negative impact on all kinds 
of businesses in Olds. The first increment in that 
increase is expected to be announced this July 
and come into effect in October. 

Cooper said that could lead some businesses 
to shut their doors, putting more Olds residents 
out of work. 

“I have heard from many small business owners 
in Olds about their concern about the commit¬ 
ment of the government to increase the minimum 
wage,” Cooper said. 

Cooper said, with $60 oil, now is an especially 
bad time to increase costs for businesses and 
individuals. 

“This is a m£yor concern at a time like this and 
I would expect that we will see some significant 
job losses and even run the risk of seeing some 
small businesses close, due to the minimum wage 
increase." 

“This is always the risk when you destabilize 
the marketplace, increase costs to business¬ 
es," Cooper added. “There’s always a risk that 
employees will suffer.” 

Cooper criticized the government’s decision to 
move from the current flat tax for all taxpayers to 
a progressive tax, where the wealthiest Albertans 
will pay a higher percentage than others. 

“Alberta has eqjoyed the flat tax, which is a 
very fair taxation method for all income brackets 
over quite a long period of time. Some would say 
that that is the last piece of the Alberta advan¬ 
tage," Cooper said. 

“To go to a progressive income tax I don’t think 
speaks strongly to the entrepreneurial spirit of 

Alberta." 

Cooper noted the Wildrose party’s platform in 
the last election included opposition to any tax 
increase of any kind. 

“(That) is exactly one of the other reasons why 
we wouldn’t support this, particularly when we 
look at the massive amount of spending that we 
continue to see by the government and a seem¬ 
ingly lack of desire to address the spending side 
of the ledger from the government," Cooper said. 
“Really, really, they are very heavily focused on 
the revenue side."

The Municipal Planning Commission (MPC) 
granted a three-month extension to the development 
agreement for Valarosa Park at its meeting on June 


The extension allows developer James Carpenter 
to register the development with the Alberta Land 
Titles office. 

While development department staff suggested to 
MPC members that an extension of one year be given, 
Norm Quantz, a commission member, suggested that 
time frame was too long. 

Quantz suggested a three-month extension, subject 
to several conditions. He said because Carpenter 
referred to the development as Valarosa Park and 
the original application in 2010 referred to Harvest 
Park, that confusion needed to be clarified, as did 
confusion surrounding the development agreement, 
the application for subdivision and the registration 
period. 

“There is confusion in these matters that needs 
clarification before an informed decision can be 
made," he said. 

As a result, Quantz suggested extending the 
subdivision registration for three months until Sept. 
17 to allow town administrators to provide MPC 
members with the original subdivision application, 
the development agreement, the timeline on all 
past delays, extensions and the reasons given, the 
anticipated ramifications of not approving another 
extension and the rationale as to why the extension 
of the development agreement should be made to 
June 2016. 

“Let’s get all the information,” Quantz said. 

Town council reviewed the application last on 
April 9, 2014, at which time council extended the 
development agreement until June 11, 2015. 

Greg Skotheim, the town’s manager of public 
works, planning, development and infrastructure, 
said he thought Quantz’s suggestion of putting a time 
limit on the requested information was a good idea. 

But Joyce McCoy, another commission member, 
said she thought there shouldn’t be too tight a time 
frame on the requested information. 

In a letter to Roy Brown, the town’s chief 
administrative officer, dated May 28, Carpenter said 
he was still committed to seeing the development 
through to fruition. 

“This venture is of the utmost importance to us 
and we are working constantly to keep momentum. 
With changes to the government, our funding is 
at a standstill but we are hopeful to see action in 
the coming months,” Carpenter wrote in requesting 
an extension, adding that he is working with ATB 
Financial to secure funding.

Stolen truck found in Olds 

Didsbury RCMP received a report that a Ford F-350 
that was stolen from a residence on 24 Avenue on June 
12 was recovered three days later in Olds, where it had 
been abandoned and out of fuel. The keys were not in 
the vehicle at the time it was stolen. The vehicle had 
no damage to it 

Stolen truck found in Calgary 

Police received a report that a man driving a Ford 
F-450 pulled up to the Fas Gas in Didsbury at 9:45 p.m. 
on June 17 to refuel his truck. When he was finished 
refuelling, he went inside to pay for his gas and when 
he came out he saw a man get into his vehicle and 
drive off, east toward Highway 2. 

By the time RCMP got the call, the vehicle could not 
be located. Through the vehicle’s GPS, the victim was 
able to track his vehicle to Calgary. He phoned the 
Calgary Police Service and officers recovered the truck 
the following morning. 

Const. Keith Gill said Ford trucks, particularly older 
models of the F-250, F-350 and F-450 are particularly 
easy for thieves to steal because of lax theft deterrent 
systems in the vehicles. He advised all motorists to 
take their keys with them when they exit their vehicle, 
lock doors and think about installing a club device on 
the steering wheel. 

“(Vehicle thefts) can be prevented, but the onus is on 
the owner to do so," he said. 

COP results 

Results were released showing that many people in 
Didsbury are doing well in deterring car thieves. 

During a recent education campaign conducted by 
tire Citizens on Patrol Society (COPS) at the AG Foods 
parking lot on June 2, more than half of the 62 vehicles 
"ticketed” by COPS members were for taking “care to 
prevent yourself from being a victim of auto crime.” 

Of the 62 vehicles targeted, 31 had taken the time to 
prevent auto crime. 

A total of 17 vehicles were found to have garage 
door openers within easy view inside the vehicle, while 
seven vehicles had cash or valuables within view. 
Seven had electronics in view, three had windows 
open and one had keys left inside the vehicle. 

Zero vehicles cited had a steering wheel lock, an 
alarm or inunobilizer, an expired registration decal, a 
registration decal buildup or peeling, or an anti-theft 
device in use. 
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MPC passes rezoning application on to council 

Recommends first reading of rezoning fire hall

The Municipal Planning Commission recommended 
on June 17 that town council give first reading 
tonight to a bylaw that would rezone the fire hall as 
R-5 Residential High Density from the current R-2 
Residential General. 

The vote passed by a 5-2 margin with Hugh Blauveldt 
and commission chair Bruce Milne voting against the 
motion. 

Blauveldt said he thought that because much of the 
construction surrounding the fire hall is older single 
detached homes, changing the current fire hall to an 
R-5 designation would mean the property would no 
longer fit the surrounding neighbourhood.

“In my opinion, there’s no reason to change it from 
R-2 to R-5," said Blauveldt. 

Milne agreed. He said R-5 is a totally different type 
of classification and he wasn’t sure whether that fit 
with the surrounding neighbourhood. He also said he 
thought that any new construction might not fit with 
the heritage look the town is trying to achieve in the 
downtown core, either. 

“We are thinking on behalf of the Town of Didsbury. 

We have to consider whether that spot is good for 
R-5. For me ... I wish we had four definitions of high 
density. Right now, we have one slot fits all," he said. 

Norm Quantz was one of the commission members 
who voted for the change in zoning. He said the 
change in zoning makes sense in light of the fact that 
in a downtown core, the higher the density of people, 
the better. 

“It makes sense to me to have high density that 
close to downtown,” he said. 

The town currently has no definite plans for that 
parcel of land, said Greg Skotheim, manager of public 
works, planning and infrastructure. The fire hall is due 
to be replaced soon, as construction is imminent on a 
new hall located acjjacent to the town shop north of 
Highway 582. 

The rationale for temporarily changing the 
designation to R-5 is to offer more flexibility to anyone 
wanting to redevelop that lot in the future. It could 
be changed again to a different designation once an 
application comes forward for redevelopment.

We just need the phone to ring. Job markets are com¬ 
petitive -1 get that.

Alberta’s NDP government proposed many 
important accountability reforms in its election 
platform. The party’s sweeping majority was 
predicated on sweeping out the old government 
secrecy and ushering in a new era of transparency. 

Based on both her platform and her commitment to 
transparency, here are 10 things Premier Notley can 
do right, right away that would clean up government 
and make it more accountable to Albertans: 

1) Put boards, agencies and commissions on the 
sunshine list 

This was an NDP platform commitment. Taxpayers 
deserve full disclosure of all the large salaries they 
pay. 

2) Introduce an ‘Infrastructure Sunshine List” 

This NDP platform commitment is meant to 

discourage politicians from building projects 
purposefully in ridings where they could score 
votes. 

3) Switch the Alberta budget back to cash 
accounting 

Through an accounting trick, the Alberta 
government can post budget surpluses while still 
borrowing a great deal of money. Their current 
‘accrual accounting’ only shows part of the debt 
picture and hides government spending. 

4) Properly fund the Auditor General’s office 

Prior to the election the PCs voted to claw back 

funding to the Auditor General (AG). Spending 
money on the AG’s office actually saves money over 
the long-term by rooting out waste. 

5) Full financial audit of PC government books 

NDP Infrastructure Minister Brian Mason 

acknowledged they’d found financial skeletons after 
peeking in the old PC government’s closet. But the 
premier hasn’t requested a full audit. In the 1990s, 
Saskatchewan's NDP won on opening up the past 
government's books, after which many spending 


scandals were revealed. Here, the NDP teased us 
with skeletons. Show us the books. 

6) MLA recall 

Party leaders in Alberta have the power to kick 
MLAs out of their caucus, which Premier Notley 
took advantage of right out of the gate. Why not put 
that same power in the people’s hands. If they find 
their MLA grossly unfit for office, Albertans should 
have the ability to show their MLAs the door, more 
than once every four years. 

7) Reform the Freedom of Information Act 

Alberta has one of the most archaic freedom of 

information laws in Canada, making it difficult for 
journalists, advocacy groups, researchers and any 
Albertan to access information about government 
activity. Reform is needed. 

8) Improve the Whistleblower Protection Act 

When Alberta’s whistleblower protection law 

came into effect, the NDP (then on opposition side) 
said it did not go far enough. 

9) Strengthen the Conflict of Interest Act 

In its platform, the NDP promised to prevent 
MLAs from using their positions to benefit friends, 
and expand the act to mean all senior staff of 
provincial boards, agencies and commissions are 
held to the same standard. 

10) Citizens’ initiative referenda 

Citizens' initiative referenda would allow 
Albertans to bring important issues to a public vote 
after receiving enough petition signatures. British 
Columbians voted in Citizens Initiative Referenda in 
1991, the same year the province elected the NDP. 
They used a referendum to vote out the unpopular 
harmonized sales tax (HST) after the government 
introduced it. 

Premier Notley has the opportunity to show 
Albertans her government is serious about improv¬ 
ing transparency and accountability. Open those 
legislature curtains and let the light shine in.
